even his

he and his predecessors have been im- 


0 portoned for favor while trying to enjoy 
a little re3t at the homes of their friends. 
This is an old story. For years reform­ 
ers have been preaching against this 
plague of office-seeking. They have d is­ 
cussed the matter in oivii service con­ 
ventions, in college halls,in the newspa­ 
pers, in cabinet meetings, and elsewhere, 
but still there is no reform, and no one 
has pointed out the wayfwhioh leads to 
reform. Wise mea have been engaged 
for a longtime combatting the present 
system of civil service, and once upon a 
time

east, 
put 
a candidate in the race for the presidency 
who was pledged to completely revolu­ 
tionize the method of distributing pub­ 
lic offices. But this candidate made mat­ 
ters worse than they were before, and so 
this plague of office hunting was still with 
U3, and is with us to-day. 
It has been said that Mr. Chauncey 
M. Depew, on his last visit from 
Washington, told a repoxter that there 
are 4,500 applicants for 180 positions in 
the state department. Gen. {Sherman 
wrote to a friend not long since: “Flesh 
and blood cannot long stand the strain 
to which we B ut ject our president and 
cabinet every four years.’’ 
Well, what is to be done about it? Can 
a n y o n e fell bow the fadruinisfration can 
rscape this plague? Are there no wise 
men—wise in judgment, wise in states­ 
manship, wise in purpose—who can nark 
out a way by wbiobthis‘‘plague of office' 
seeking” can be banished? No one will 
doubt that there are many evils about the 
system of distributing public patronage, 
and to be sure the evil is growing worse 
continually

St. P a u l, Minn., July 5.—Following is 
a resume of the crop situation made since 
the recent rains, and from report of more 
than 500 correspondents: 
Injgeneral terms the crops are in much 
better condition in Minnesota than in either 
of the two Dakotas, and notwithstanding 
the general drought there are still large 
tracts throughout che wheat areas where 
there is promise of an excellent yield. 
Along the main lines of the Manitoba in 
Minnesota, westward almost to Tintah and 
Barnesville, there is a vast area including 
nearly a dozen of the chief wheat growing 
counties of the State, within which the 
grain for the most part looks well, and in 
some sections never gave finer promise at 
this stage of growth. 
It has a strong and 
healthy appearance, is of good stand and is 
heading out finely. 
A good cropjis looked for in this section. 
Otter Tail county promises an average 
crop. 
Along tho Manitoba fc Sioux Falls 
line from Wilmar to Marshall the wheat 
also appears for the most part to be in 
good shape for several miles on both sides 
of the line. 
In the lower Red River val­ 
ley the crop is poor and thin without a 
doubt, and it is too late for it to receive 
much improvement, 
A largo aiea around 
Grand Forks, 
including 
Grand Forks 
county and a part of Trail, and extending 
as far west as Larimore, has a very 
promising look. 
Near Kelso and Burton, 
in Trail county, there are fields that will 
yield eighteen to twenty-two bushels to 
the acre, according to present prospects. 
In Walsh and Pembina counties, along the 
river, the prospect is about tho same as at 
Grand Forks. 
On the Minnesota side of 
tho valley, in Marshall county, north of 
Warren, and in a portion of Kittson coun­ 
ty. a very good crop will bo harvested. 
In Northern Dakota, 
west ef Larimore 
and in tho Devils Lake region, tho yield 
will bo very small, although tho prospects 
have teen somewhat nnj roved by the late 
rains. 
In the Turtle mountain region, 
however, the crop is in good shape. 
Of 
the North Dakota trop outside of these 
areas it is to bo said that it is generally 
poor, but is spotted by areas of greater or 
less extent which will turn out a good 
yield. 
Tile wheat on the Missouri slope is 
in better shape than in other sections, 
though it was injured by tho hot Weather 
a week ago. 
In southern Dakota the crop is in very 
poor plight, only a small area north of 
Aberdeen, in Marshall and Brown counties 
and portions of Day and Clark counties, 
giving promise of anything like a fair 
crop. 
Practically, the whole State of 
e*outn Dakota 
had 
succumbed to .tho 
drought, and although there is prospect 
that the grain will be of good quality it 
will probably not average over hjdf & 
crop. 
Returning to Minnesota, the north- 
era counties, north of the region along thb 
Manitoba main line already described, will 
fare poorly, though rain will probably 
help them out a good deal. 
The grain 
has an old, stunted look, and tho hot winds 
have stripped off all tho green leaves, 
burning up the plants, root and stalk. 
Wheat and oat fields head out at four to 
six inchos high. 
It is in central and southern Minnesota 
that the wheat crop scorns to bo at its best. 
In half a do en counties of the southeast­ 
ern portion it is in j oor condition, but 
with this exception, the outlook is very 
good, especially in southeastern Minnesota, 
the Minnesota river \ alley and in most of 
the counties co;: posing the southern tier. 
Even in this section the crop* is peculiarly 
spotted, adjoining townships and otfen ad­ 
joining fields, displaying very diverse re­ 
sults. 
On tho w hole, however, tho yield in 
southern Minnesota will Lo good, far above 
tho average for that part of the State, if 
the conditions continue favorable. Filmore 
and Freeborn counties send in excellent re­ 
ports. 
Oats may be a little short, but all 
other crops in southern Minnesota a^e do­ 
ing well. 
Corn and flax have been back­ 
ward, but are catching up, and vegetables 
are in a flourishing condition. 
Southern 
Minnesota will, therefore, taking all kinds, 
turn out as largo and as fine a crop in the 
aggregate as has been harvested thole for 
years. 
Northern Iowa advices are to the effect

number of negroes were killed and the 
most intense excitement prevailed for sev­ 
eral days. 
Congressional investigation 
showed that the negroes wore armed with 
Smith A' Wesson revolvers, while tho 
whites wero practically defenseless.

prisoners claim to-day that the white men 
assaulted them without provocation at tho 
polls and attempted to intimidate them.

Oklahoma City, Jsly 5.—The graftd 
stand at the race track collapsed At 8 o’* 
clock yesterday afternoon, injuring more 
than one hundred people. 
One ‘.thousand 
people crowded into the stand when the 
horses came to the post, and suddenly 
without a sign of warning the structure 
went down, burying more than five hun­ 
dred in the ruins. 
For a second the out­ 
side spectators stoo I paralyzed by the ac­ 
cident. 
Then as the cries of the wounded 
filled the air, they rushed forward and be­ 
gan the work of rescue. 
The victims were 
dragged 
out 
and carried to places 
of safety 
or 
placed 
in ambiences 
and 
sent 
into 
the city. 
Colonel 
Wade, the commanding officer at this 
point, sent tho military ambulances and 
physicians to the scene promptly and gave 
material aid. 
It is miraculous that a 
great many people did not perish, but only 
one life was lost, a child of Dr. Jaryan 
having been fatally crushed. 
About ten 
people were dangerously hurt. 
Many of 
the spectators said the stand pitched for­ 
ward and they were thrown on their faces 
and covered with the debris. Mrs. Dr. J. H. 
Martindale is so badly hurt that her life is 
despaired of. 
Mrs. Molly Campbell of 
Paul’s Valley; J. T. Herbert Glover, 
James Mackin, and Mrs. Edens are others 
who are believed to be fatally hurt. Great 
indignation is expressed against Aubrey, 
the contractor who superintended the con­ 
struction of the stand. 
He is largely 
responsible for the accident, as he was 
warned by his workmen that the stand was 
not properly braced. 
To these warnings 
he turned a deaf ear and ordered the 
workmen to attend to their own business. 
The people of Oklahoma City ara doing 
everything in their power to relieve 
sufferings of the victims.

River Banks and Railroads Washed Away 
—Life and Property Lost. 
Fort W orth, Texas, July 5.—In tho 
last twenty-four hours several inches of 
raip have fallen in this part of the State 
and great damage has resulted. 
Reports 
froip the west show heavy rains for 200 
mil©9. 
The Brazos and tho Trinity rive] 
ar© booming. 
At Benbrook, twelve ipi 
west, the bridge of the Texas & Pacific 
and 500 feet of track are washed away, 
Th© St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas for tti^ 
irides out is submerged. 
The Missouri, 
Kansas & Toxas and tho Fort Worth & 
Denver have abandoned their tracks North 
and are using the Santa Fe tracks, which 
are still intact. 
-TJbe Texas & Pacific has abandoned 
trams both east and west. 
At Fort Worth 
the bottojn lands to the north for two miles 
and to the east for a mile and a half are 
submerged, and truck farms are "gone. 
Seventeen horses and over sixty head of 
cattie are drowned. 
The Trinity rose four 
and a half feet in an hour, and the dwellers 
on the low lands barely escaped. 
City 
Marshal Farmer, Sheriff J. C. Richardson 
and their entire force for tho time became 
a rescuing corps, and manned the boats 
which brought the people to the city, 
where they are quartered in largo ware­ 
houses for the time. 
There qro 2U0 me A 
women and children thus cared for. 
H. Plume and sister ars said to have 
been washed away, and Mrs. S. H. Bent­ 
ley, a one-armed woman, and Patrick, her 
son, who lived on the Trinity, are missing 
and sa id to bo drowned. 
Their house was 
carried away. 
The river there is two 
miles wide and all the cabins and tents are 
gone. 
The St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas 
operator has received a message that 
the west fork of the Trinity was coming 
down with an eight-foot rise. 
Six inches 
more of water and the water works will 
have to be abandoned. 
Wheat, oats, fruit 
and cotton are badly damaged. 
The loss can hapdly be computed, but 
conservative estimates place it as high'As 
$2,000,000 there is some fear for thfc little 
villages along the Trinity above, Forth 
Worth, but there is no telegraphic com­ 
munication and nothing definite din be 
learned.

A Monster Parade. 
Denver, Colo., July 5.—The three days’ 
celebration of the national holiday bdgan 
early yesterday morning. 
The city is 
most beautifully decorated with flags and 
bunting. 
Gen. Sherman, who arrived 
Wednesday, held a reception at his hotel 
in the morning from IO to 12, after which 
he headed the grand parade, compoeed of 
the Grand Army, State guards, militia, 
troops from Fort Logan and adjoining 
posts, and civic and other organizations in 
the city. 
The parade marched through 
th© streets to the State capitol grounds, 
where the exorcises of tho day were held. 
Gen. Wager Sway ne delivered the oration 
of the day. 
His address dwelt principally 
upon the late war and the old soldiers. 
Gen. Sherman then stepped t^ the front of 
the platform, and as he uncovered his head 
was greeted with cheers from thousands of 
throats. 
He began by saying that when 
he accepted the citizens1 invitation to visit 
Denver ho stipulated that he should not t>e 
required to make a speech. 
He was going 
to hold the committee to che agreement. 
The General spoke of Denver’s beauty and 
the greatness of Colorado, and closed with 
a few words to his old comrades in arms 
which aroused intense enthusiast^. 
Gen. 
Sherman will remain in the State several 
days before returning East. 


Gen. Crook Succeeds I’d Winning 
Lower Brule Indians.

Lower Brule Agency, D. T., July 4.— 
This morning the souneil was largely at­ 
tended. 
Iron Cation was the first to rise. 
He said he was the head chief and the 
leader of the tribe and that he should sign 
the bill and his peoplo would follow, but 
that he would like the commissioners to 
read it again, so that all could understand. 
Medicine Bull said that they were willing 
to follow Iron Nation. 
Gov. Foster and 
Gen. trook then went carefully over the 
bill and explained its poovisions. 
Fire- 
Thunder-Stabqer, 
Little I heasant, and 
Surrounded asked questions, which were 
satisfactorily 
answered 
by 
the com­ 
missioners. 
They alluded to the Santees 
participating in the benefits, and all ob­ 
jected, but 
all 
seemingly 
acquiesced 
with 
the 
commissioners 
when 
they 
replied that as they were parties to the 
treaty of 1868 and the agreement of 1875 
they had equal right with the other Sioux. 
Jrpn Nation then arose and addressed Gen. 
Crook. 
“Threo Stars,” lie said, “ I am 
lf Mpg 
sign because you tell me this is a 
g^Q bill, but before I do so I want you to 
promise to be a good friend to the Indians 
htfe. 
We want to remain on White river, 
and wish you to tell the great father. ” 
Left Hand Thunder endeavored to steni the 
tido which was setting so strongly ii£ favor 
of the bilj, but his e Torts were unavail­ 
ing. 
Iron Nation was the first to sign, 
and was followed in order of rank by other 
chiefs. 
The conversion of Iron Nation, Little 
Pheasant, Dead Band, and Surrounded, the 
leaders of last year’s opposition, was a tri­ 
umph hardly equalled in the record of In­ 
dian negotiations, and for which the com­ 
missioners deserve great credit. 
Yesterday afternoon Gen. Crook, at the 
request of the chiefs, had a private talk 
with them, and at this conference the pro­ 
gram which has been successfully carried 
out to-day was agreed upon. 
The closing 
ecenofc at the council exhibited in the 
clearest manner the wonderful influence 
Gen. Crook has over the Indians, few of 
whom had ever seen him before. 
They 
flocked'around him and said in so many 
words that to him they looked for advice 
and his wishes would control their action, 
The Indians are signing as rapidly as pos­ 
sible, and the result will be a perfectly 
unaqunous vote in favor of the bill.

commissioners will leave to-morrow fo;

J o h n s t o w n , Pa., July 5.—The Cone­ 
maugh valley is again deluged with water. 
The rain still continues, and the mountain 
streams in many places are out 'bf their 
banks, sweeping things before them. 
For 
a time the rainfall was much heavier than 
that which preceded the breaking of the 
South Fork dam, causing the terrible 
disaster of May 31. 
At the junction of the 
Conemaugh and Stony creek two!immense 
ircn boilers belonging to the Gautier steel­ 
works were carried away. 
The terrific 
lightning frightened the citizens almost 
out of their senses, and the peals of thunder 
shook the mountains and valleys, causing 
dead bodies to come to the surface of the 
water in the Conemaugh. 
Three bodies 
were caught and several others floated 
down with the drift. 
In Cambria City several houses were 
again flooded and five families were com­ 
pelled to vacate and go up to the hills.

FLOODS AT TITUSVILLE. 


A’Cloud-Burst Cauftfc a Terrific Overflow 
of W ater—-G reat Damage. 
Titusville, 
Pa , July 4.—A terrific 
thunderstorm passee} over this city last 
evening. 
It wad followed by two cloud­ 
bursts which caused a furious overflow of 
Church run. 
From an insignificant stream 
the run, in a few moments, boeamo a 
furious torrent, 
coursing through 
tho 
streets, filling cellars, and rising, in some 
cases,, to the first stories of houses. 
During tho excitement several alarms 
were turned in and tljo utmost confusion 
reigned. 
Fully three miles of streets wero 
flooded and over two feet of water was on 
the sidewalks. 
Families along tho line of 
tho fldSd became frantic and a number of 
rafts were built, tm which women nnd 
children were takpp to placos of safety. 
The damage to residents in the city is 
estimated at fully $15,000. 
Tho force of 
tho water destroyed many sewers. 
Roadt 
in the surrounding c6untry are badly 
washed out. 
A t East Titusville a number of resi­ 
dences were badly damaged. 
Several nar­ 
row escapes from drowning also occurred. 
A family living on the banks of tho creek 
wero taken out of their houso, after having 
Coated on chairs and tables for several 
minutes. 
Charles Miller, a boy of lo, was 
sucked into a sewer whilo crossing lbs 
street, and was taken out 
for dead, 
but 
after a time was resuscitated. 
\Yater poured down tho hillsides in 0 
perfect a vcilr»r»«-lie, bw»o| iIii^ till tirforo It. 
W hat were fertile gardens nre now stony 
wastes, and a numlier of valuable fa nm 
are ruined. 
Officer Michael Moran saved 
tho lives of a man and wife who were be 
ing washed into the run. 
Later on In 
rescued a man named Zudick, 
who hoc 
fallen into the w ater nnd was unable tr 
swim. 


AN IDAHO TOWN DURNED. 


The P rosperous V illage of H ailey Visited 
by a •500,000 Fire. 


B e l l e v u e , Idaho, July 4.—Almost th< 
entire business portion of the town ol 
Hailey was destroyed by fire yesterdaj 
moaning. 
Tho alarm sounded about 1:3( 
and inside of two hours a large part of th* 
town was in ashes. 
Owiug to a high wind 
but little could be done. 
Word w as sen’ 
to Belleville, five miles south, 
and hoi 
com pipy hurried to tho scene w ith al! 
available apparatus, but too late to sav< 
the doomed 
town. 
Nothing 
is 
left 
of the business houses of the town, bul 
A ltura’s hotel, two livery stables, Burk 
h art’s lumber yard, ono grocery store, on* 
saloon, and one dry goods store. 
Boti 
newspaper offices (scaped, although the 
News-Miner is somewhat damaged. 
Th( 
burnt district takes in but few residences, 
so there will not bo any destitution, ther( 
being but two families loft without means. 
Nearly all the heavy losers have signified 
their intention of rebuilding immediately. 
Tho total loss will probably reach $500, 
OOO. 
The insurance is very light in pro­ 
portion on account of the excessively high 
rates. 
It is probably about $150,000. 


Destruction at Hollidaysburg. 
H ollidaysburg, Pa., July 4.—One oi 
tho heaviest thunderstorms in years passed 
over this city, causing a great flood. 
Th; 
storm commenced at 0 o’clock an I iii 
throe hours three Inches of rain had fallen. 
The Juniata river rose rapidly and by 
midnight the water stood fifteen feet above 
low'water mark. 
The lower streets of tho 
town were covered with from three to Avo 
feet of water and many people had to leavo 
their houses. 
The stores, iron mill, an I 
houses on the river bank were all floodo I 
and the truck gat dons and farms in tho 
surrounding country badly damaged. Sev­ 
eral bridges and much ft ncuig were carried 
away. 
The tem porary bridge over the 
Juniata river at Williamsburg was de­ 
stroyed and the telephone lines south of 
the city are all down. 
The mills of tho 
Portage Iron works at Duncanville wero 
flooded and the fires put out. 
Tho water 
was higher at Duncanville than in tho flood 
of May 81 last and a river five feet deep 
rushed through and d^troyed tho main 
street of the town. 
Several houses wtro 
struck by lightning here and the inmate* 
seriously injured. 
The damage is about 
$10,000.

8ervance of tbe day; he urged that a cul­ 
tivation of patriotic sentiment added 
immeasurably to tie value cf govern­ 
ment and also ac hieved the right to self 
government. 
Mr. Patterson alec spoke of the suc­ 
cess of our government and cf the pen­ 
alty paid for ignoring the equal rights of 
all men.

Emerson also said “ that the whole 
history of tbe American people appeared 
like the last efforts of a divine provi­ 
dence to save the human race.” 
The trials and privations of tho early 
settlers were alluded to, their ultimate 
success, what had been accomplished in 
took county. Men have labored in the 
spirit and teaching of the government.
